This center sup- 
plies blood to the entire Dallas/Fort Worth area. The blood that was donated on 
January 27 supplied this area for only three days. 

The drive is usually held in February, National Blood Donor Month, however, this 
year, the Senior Class sponsored the drive in late January due to the high demand for 
blood.
